IniiiMidi ttcly upoti reading it, I addressed a note to 
tire Bddor at' the paper, requesting the name of the au­ 
thor ; and before receix ing an answer 
accidentally 
meeting him, he informed m e that lie inserted the arti­ 
cle with reiuclance, at the request of a person from 
Charlestown, who was anxious to have it published. 
On the morning of the 11th, 1 received u reply to my 
note to the Editor, stating that lie had written to the au­ 
thor of the paragraph for permission to disclose to me 
his name, and would in form me of it as soon us he ob­ 
tained leave. 
On the 12th, ( repeated my request, and 
received for answer that the Editor hud received no re­ 
ply to Ins note ; from which 1 infer that the writer of 
that article chooses to remain unknown : which i regret, 
a* 1 should have preferred the recantation which, upon 
inquiry, he would doubtless have made, to being called 
upon for the statements which, by his concealment, 1 
am compelled to give. 
If I had considered the paragraph only as a blow 
aimed at me individually, I might Feel much less dispos­ 
ed to notice it, than 1 now am ; believing that those who 
know me would need no assurance of its falsehood, and 
trusting that those who do not, would be slow upon such 
authority, to consider me guilty of the nonsense and 
injustice there imputed. 
But considering that the accusation and tenor of this 
article were rather aimed at the profession of which I 
am thus made a representative, and were intended to 
excite the indignation of a class of my fellow citizens, 
whoso good opinion is invaluable to any man or class 
o f men, and whose feelings I hold in as much respect 
as that of any oilier portionof the community; and that 
this pitiful attack upon the private character of one, 
taking no public part in the politics of the day, was a 
base electioneering device, and not designed for this 
meridian only, 1 think proper that no doubt should re­ 
main of the true character of this publication. 
TI^j defence alluded to, being necessarily in writing, 
no question can be made as to w hat was actually said— 
and it weighs not a little against the moral honesty of 
the author of the paragraph, tliat ho should make an 
assertion like this, without tirst ascertaining its truth, 
which might have been easily done. 
[declare then, the statement that a contrast was 
made between the testimony of mechanics and that of a 
naval officer under oath, and that an appeal was made 
to the Court, whether they could consider the first en­ 
titled to equal credit with the latter,—to be an unquali­ 
fied falsehood. 
No such contrast or appeal was made 
in any part ofthe trial. 
On the contrary, the only in­ 
stances in which any contradiction or discrepancy be­ 
tween the testimony of an otfieer and mechanic took 
place, were between that of the Prosecutor and the me­ 
chanics of the yard ; all of whom who testified, hut one 
1 believe, were summoned by him as his witnesses ; and 
in all these instances, it was urged upon the Court by 
Lieut. Babbitt’s Counsel, that the testimony of the latter 
was under the circumstances entitled to the greatest 
credit. 
A n d in no one instance w as it attem pted 
in this argum ent to disprove or discredit the state­ 
m ent o f any one mechanic. 
But in that where tlie contradiction was supposed to 
have existed between Lieutenant Babbitt and .Mr Thay­ 
er, the carpenter, and on which alone the charge of 
falsehood is based, it was expressly stated in the de­ 
fence, that the explanation to be derived from the testi­ 
mony ofthe latter must, us was thought, “ satisfy every 
candid and honorable mind that there was no ground 
lor imputing to either of them any want of sincerity, 
and much less a a wilful falsehood.” 
The only instance in which it could be supposed 
that a contrast was intimated 
between 
the 
ve­ 
racity of a superior oilicer and a mechanic, was in a 
passage in which, after commenting upon the absurdity 
and injustice of the rule, that where two persons diHer 
in their statements concerning a fact or conversation, 
one must be guilty of intentional falsehood,— complaint 
was made tb it it 
was here carried still further, so 
that upon the happening of a contradiction between 
suck oliicer and u mechanic serving in the yard, the 
commanding olficer had. without further evidence, as­ 
sumed the statement of the mechanic to ho true, 
and that of the superior oilicer to he wilfully and mali­ 
ciously false. 
And ofthe propriety of such complaint, I am willing 
that that portion of my fellow citizens, to w heat I am 
thus held up as an object of indignation or aversion, 
should be the sole judges. 
I will merely add, that this paragraph is not the first 
attempt to circulate this imputation, which has been 
made known to me. 
Should the trial be published (and articles like this 
may render such publication necessary by Lt. Babbitt 
in sell defence) the public will no doubt be satisfied as 
the paragraph states “ with whom the falsehood rests,” 
it as this writer implies, any exists ; and mechanics 
will be equally so, that they need no defender against 
Lt. Babbitt or his counsel ; and that such an attempt a9 
this to array one class of fellow citizens against another, 
indicates any thing byt respect for the equal rights of 
either.

he knew at the tune w ere false nnd unfounded. 
It 
seems to lie the fundamental print iple of the W hig par­ 
ty, that no religious or moral grounds of action are to 
he regarded in tin« least, in politics. Falsehood, misrep­ 
resentation, slander, and every species of trick and 


deception, appear to he held perfectly justifiable, by the 
inost religion* Whig» in promoting the success of their 
party. 
It there lie any, who do not actually engage in 
these frauds theinseh os, yet the most devout among them 
seem to sanction, encourage, and churlMo at them, and 
patronise most liberally tho papers and the individuals 
that go to the greatest extremes in this vile and dirty 


w ork. 
Tho present excess o f party excitement, and 
the encouragement given to it by our most influential 
citizens, appear to me to indicate tho speedy downfall, 
not only of our political institutions and liberties, but 
also ol all pure, high moral and religious principles.— 
The mournful deterioration seen» to me to he already 
plainly perceptible, in tho common transactions of busi­ 
ness, and in the toleration of sentiments and practices, 
which arc daily gaining ground in the great mass of so­ 
ciety. 


To return to the Jaw and the constitution. 
T he se­ 
cond article of our hill of rights provides, that “ no sub­ 
ject shall bo hurt, molested, or restrained, in his person, 
liberty, or estate, for worshipping God in the manner 
and season most agreeable to the dictates of bis ovyn 
conscience ;— o fo r his religions profession or senti- 
ments : —provided he doth not disturb the public peace, 
or obstruct others in their religious worship.” 
Now, 
the statute and the purt ol' the common law , which for- 
hid tin; expression of a religious belief or disbelief in 
the full inspiration o f every book, chapter, and verse, 
contained in the bible, arc, in my view, us plain u vio­ 
lation o f this and other parts of the Constitution, «« would 
be a law, making the creed and the forms of nny sect 
the established religion ol the state, and forbidding the 
exercise or the existence of any other. 
W hich is the 
most important question to the community, and tliemost 
essential in a religious faith? 
Is it this?— “ W hether 
Jesus Christ was a mere man, nnd only an inspired pro- 
p b e t; or whether he was and is the Almighty h o d , tho 
creator of nil things, and entitled to supreme worship.” 
O r is it this J—“ W hether a plain and simple narration 
of what a person heard, saw , acted, thought and believ­ 
ed, is the product 
inspiration ; or whether it may not 
be tho simple result of the natural and ordinary powers 
of man ?” 
T he firsryiuestion is e\ idently of infinite im­ 


portance, compared «with the other. 
A nd yet any at­ 
tempt to abridge the liberty of discussing and opposing 
the doctrine o f the »divinity of < ’hrist, would be univer- 
saily resisted as wfuconitiiuuonal, by all our courts of 
law, by all rm iturians, and by thousands of others ;— 
w in!.1 tho q uestion, w hether a mere history is written by 
inspiration, is forbidden to be agitated in the negative, 
by statu te; which statute, I believe, is held by our courts 
Wo be constitutional. 
Such are the inconsistencies, ab­ 
surdities, and contradictions, w hich are generated and 
nourished, when any one sect or combination of sects 
lias the wealth and th e influence, and when another sect 
or profession e fb elief is comprised of individuals 
who 
arc not ricb, nor learned, nor fashionable, nor influential, 


and against whom a popular excitement has been raised 
and promoted by cunning and designing men. 
I have 
not the least connexion or sympathy with Mr Kneeland 
or his doctrines, nor with Ins society, or any individual 
of it. 
I feel interested only in the security of our com­ 
mon rights cad liberties,— in the liberty of discussion 
and the press,—and in the pure, the correct, and the 
impartial administration of jutotice in all cases.

examined—Spanish sailors are obliged to serve three 
years on board of u man-of-war, and when that term 
is out they receive a license to go where they please 
for the following three years. 
There licenses are always 
examined before they can clear, to see if their term of 
liberty has expired ; if it has expired, or is about expir­ 
ing, they ure sent on board of a man-of-war ; if it has 
not expired, they are permitted to sail in the merchant­ 
man. 
T he first voyage I went the sailor’s wages were 
from 30 to 35 dollars per mouth ; on my second voy­ 
age, from 40 to 45 dollars, but on m y hist only 20 to 
25 dollars.
